Capital, It had just embarked upon a 
considerable expansion programme. Je- 
rusalemités are therefore understand- 
ably anxious to keep it a going concern, 
and to keep it in the Capital. 

To be sure, a pledge to that end has 
been Riven by the new owners. and the 
authorities are said to be satisfied that it 
is binding. Nevertheless, the promises to 
safeguard the interestsof Jerusalem have 
not been altogether unconditional and 
the public has not forgotten previous 
cases in which similar pledges were 
given which eventually came to nothing, 
because the managements concerned 
found that-lecation in other parts of 
the country Was More convenient or 
profitable than in*the Capital. The fact 
is that in spite of pious wishes and 
Jofty words, Jerusalem's industrial de- 
velopment has been lagging, leaving the 
city’s economy dependent upon civil 
service, cultural institutions and tour- 
ism, as has been true for decades, 

This situation has not changed even 
in the aftermath of the Six Day War, 
which has multiplied the Capital's la- 
pour force. and improved road connec- 
tions with the rest of the country. 

Precisely for these reasons it is of 
vital importance that those industries 
which have already been developed in. 
Jerusalem, and which have proved 
viable and profitable must be kept there. 
Clearly the pharmaceutical industry — 
in which close contact with medical 
faculties plays a big role — is parti- 
cularly suited for Jerusalem. Teva's 
fine research Jaboratory which has bene- 
fited from this contact scems to have 
been its main atiraction in the’ merger. 

The purpose of that merger must be 
to make the best possible use of these 
facilities, and to expand the Teva plant, 
even if this may not be su convenient 
for the ‘Assia concern. Assia sharehold- 
erg and its'management must be aware 
of the responsibilities which they have 
assumed in taking over a Jerusalem 
plant,-oma the authorities must ensure 
that’ Agsia’s pledge is mdeed carried 
out. τὸ would be 2 welcome step, if con- 
crete plans to that end would be dis- 
closed by the Assia management. 

Tt would be best, of course, if uo 


need should arise to take drastic 
action in order to safeguard Teva's 
— and Jerusalem's “--ὀ interests 


in this case. But the public would like 
to be sure that such action will be taken 
if necessary, especially since the merger 
would not have been .possible without 
the approval of the vublicly controlled 
Industrial Development Bank. and with- 
out the agreement: of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry.

Rashad Ghaith, and is under arrest with 
19 other young local suspects. 

Ten of them are alleged to have beeo 
accomplices and the pine others are being 
held as terrorists. : 

Four houses of Arab terrorists — in- 
eluding Ghaith’s — were blown up by 
security forces yesterday. 

The second house was that of Sald 
Rasawi, known as Abu Mansur, who had 
given the handgrenade to Rashad Ghaith. 
The third house was that of Abu Jihad, 
who served as bodyguard of Abdul Ra- 
him Amin Jaber, head of a terrorist gang 
caught three weeks ago. In the fourth 
house blown up was a workshop for ma- 
nufacture of explosives which belonged to 
Azmi Mussa. He was also the man who 
had organized the setting off of an explo- 
sive charge at the U.S, Consulate-General 
In East Jerusalem some weeks ago. 

A total of 110 other persons detained 
afier the- explosion were released yester- 
day morning, 

Despite the arrests the investigations 
were stepped up yesterday when a hand- 
grenade was discovered in the market 
place. It was dismantled by army sappers. 

The detention of the 19 other suspects 
followed the questioning of Ghaith, who 
was arrested after testimony from eye- 
witnesses. He was captured a few hours 
after the explosion while. asleep in the 
house of friends. He is a student at the 
Jocal Ibrahimiyah high school. 

In a press conference at the Judea police 
headquarters in Bethlehem, the area com- 
mander, Rav-Pakad Anosh Givati said that 
half of the suspects are believed to be ac- 
complices of Ghaith. The police comman- 
der noted that a number of friends the 
main suspect had told them of, had not 
yet been captured. 


ASSIGNED 2 WEEKES AGO 
Without elaboration, Rav-Pakad Givati 


‘Said that Ghaith had been aselgned a fort- 


night ago by these friends to bomb ‘the 
Jewish: congregation at the. Machpelah. On 
Tuesday, he Was given’ the handgréenade 
and instructions for the operation at the 
site from which the bomb was lobbed. The 
suspect had already taken his investiga- 
tors to the location in the paved alley be- 
Wnd the wall stretching along the stair- 
case of the entrance to the Tomb where, 
the police commander said, they found the 
grenade safety catch. 

He added that the suspect was employed 
by “his friends” at a salary of 20 dinars 
a month in addition to 50 dinars for each 
sabotage assault. 

‘While Rav-Pakad Givatl refused to ‘ela- 
borate as to whether the “employers” were 
an organization, it is believed that the in- 
structiong and money came either from 
“The Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine’ or “The Palestine Liberation 
Front.” Both organizations have recently 
been concentrating their activies and 
recruiting heavily in this area, where a 
short tinie ago 28 leading members of both 
movements were rounded up.

The U.N. on Wednesday denied reports 
published in the Middle East that Dr, 
Jarring had threatened fo resign in the 
first week of November If no progress 
was achieved in his mission. 


British Foreign Secretary Michael Stew- 
art 'met both Israeli Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban and Dr. Jarring yesterday. 
British sources said afterwards that their 
feeling following the exchange of talks 
with Dr. Jarring and Arab and Israeli 
representatives was that “there is nothing 
to prevent progress on the Middle East 
problem once the door can be opened".

Riad says Israel must quit 
every inch of occupied land 


UNITED NATIONS. — The Egyptian Foreign Minister, Mahmoud Riad, yester- 
day demanded the withdrawal of Israeli forces “from every inch of the Arab 
territories they have occupied.” : - - 
Riad, who was addressing the Gencral 
Assembly, said that while Egypt has de- 
clared its readiness to accept the Security 
Council November 22 resolution, “Israel 


Riad said Egypt would be ready to re- 
sume diplomatic relations with the U.S. as 
soon as Washington proved its “neutrality” 
in the Mid-East conflict by insisting on 
withdrawal of: Israel,. the .“aggressor,” 
from all occupied Arab territories, and of 
course holding up any arms shipments to

The Egyptian Foreign Miniter did πὶ 
refer specifically to the nine-point peace * 
plan proposed by Israel's Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Abba Eban, this week. 

He said that Egypt had proposed a time-

stood. “It still offers an opportunity to 
bring about peace in the Middle East un- 
der the supervision and guarantees of the 
Security Council." 

Riad said that any attempt to impose a 
solution through “force and occupation 
is. not peace, It is a fiction in the minds 
of those who believe in their total domi- 
nation and in the surrender of others.” 

Riad accused the U.S. of standing in the 
way of Middle East peace by supplying po- 
litical and material support — including 
weapons and planes — to Israel. 

Riad compared ‘Israel's’ policy with that 


since the Nazi occupation of European 
territories, a policy where, in @ mad exer- 
else of force, every rule of law, be it a law 
o£ peace or war, has been systematically 
violated and every: right of man been 
violently denied, such as the policy followed 
by Israel in the occupied Arab territories. 

Mr, Eban — Arab delegates walked out 
when be spoke on Tuesday — was not 
present for Riad's speech, but was outside 
the Assembly hall talking with other 
diplomats. Israel's Ambassador .at the 
U.N., Mr. Joseph Tekoah, led the Israeli 
delegation.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Secretary of State Dean Rusk said yesterday that con- 


tacts will be established with the Israeli Government on the sale of 50 Phantom 
Jets. But he declined to clarify President Johnson's Wednesday announcement 
which only said that the President instructed the Secretary of State “to initiate 
negotiations” with Israel and then “to report back to me." 


Eshkol welcomes 
LBJ action on 
supersonic planes 


Prime Minister Levi Eshkol vesterduy 
welcomed President Johnzon's authoriza- 
tion of negotiations for the sale of suger- 
Sonle fighters to Israel as a move to bol- 
ster peace in the Middie East. 

Mr. Eshkol said, in a statement: 

“At my meeting with President Johnson 
in 1964, and again when I visited his ranch 
early this year, and on other occasions, I 
hed the opportunity to observe at close 
range the profound feelings of friendship 
he has for the Israeli people, and his un- 
derstanding of Israel's defence needs. 

“In the joint communique issued on 
January τ, 1968 following our talks, the 
U.S. President promised to follow closcly 
the balance of power in the Middle East. 
This balance of power provides the best 
assurance for preventing ancther war and 
advancing the cause of peace. The indis- 
eriminate fuw of Soviet arms into the 
region has upset this balance and Increased 
tension. Israel's goal is the attalnment of 
Genuine peace—a stable and secure peace. 

“I welcome the instructions issued by 
President Johnson yesterday, which con- 
stitute a right step in the direction of de- 
terring aggression. 1 hope that the nezo- 
dations will proceed speedily. and that 
the planes, which Israel needs for her 
defence, will be handed over to her shortly. 

“I should like to take this opportunity 
to express my deep appreciation of the 
action taken by President Johnson for the 
sake cf peace in our region.” 

To answer to questions on Kot Yasraet's 
“Hayom Hazeh" programme last night, 
Mr. Eshkol said that President Johnson 
was probably influenced in his decision by 
the Arabs’ continued negative policy. 

Asked whether acquisition of arms 
would now be confined to the U.S., he sald 
that we would certainly be glad to go on 
purchasing arms from France if she were 
to change her mind. : 

The Prime Minister also said that he 
expected and wished Dr. Jarring’s mission 
to continue, and that the major powers 
also desired this. 

He told Kol Yisrael that the Phantom 
deal would mean that the Israeli citizens 
would have to dig deeper into their pockets 
in order to pay for it, and that the nation 
would have to mortgage future generations 
with loans.

ἈΠ Aharon Ze'ev 
dies at 68

TEL AVIV. — Aiuf-Mishne (Ret.) Aharon 
Ze'ev, Chairman of the Natlonal Council 
of the Soldiers Welfare Committee, aud a 
former Chief Education Officer of the 
LD.F., died here yesterday, He was 68. 

Well-known as an author and educator, 
he came to this country from Poland in 
1925, and was active as a teacher in the 
Jabour school trend in the pre-state period, 
He served as a teacher in Degania Alef 
and later in the Beit Hinuch in Tel Aviv. 

29 ἢ He was active in 
the Hagana since 
Π the first days of 
his arrival, and 
later served a8 
head of the Haga- 
aa's information 
services, He was 
also sent as a spe- 
celal emissary to 
the illegal immiz- 
rants In the Cyp- 
Tus camps. 

. Aharon ΖΘ ον 
was appolnted to head the Hagana’s edu- 
ecatlon service, and later became itg first 
chief education officer, He continued to 
serve in this post, until he left the army 
jon 1965, 

The same year he was awarded the Is- 
rael Prize for his work as educatlon off- 
cer, and despite the fact that he had by 
then already retired the General Staff 
agreed to allow him to receive the award 
ju recognition of his sterling services. 

A/M Ze'ev was popular in the army and 
enjoyed a wide following of pupils and 
frieads. He was particwiarly appreciated 
for his simple cordiality. After his retire- 
Ment from the army in 1965, A.M Ze'ev 
was appointed Chairman of the National 
Councll for the Soldiers Welfare Cummit- 
tec. 

His death came as a shock to many, 
Only the night before he had given an in- 
terview over Kol Yisrael on cducational 
problems. 

Ze’ev will be accorded ἃ military funeral 
in the civilian section of the Kiryat Shaul 
cemetery here today. The funeral cortege 
will leave from Beit Hahayal here, at 1 
pm. 
Ze'ev was also well known as an author 
of children's books and songs. Most of his 
writing was for Israel's youth. He served 
for some time as editor of “Davar Layal- 
dim.”

Oficial circles in Cairo yesterday condémmed Président Johnson's dpcision 
to negotiate the sale of supersonic jets to Israel, An Arab League representative 
described the American move 88 “flagrant and unisir-” 


The Cairo newspaper “Al Gunthuria,” 
which is government-owned, described 
Mr, Johnson's decision as an “encourage- 
ment of aggression.” 

Some observers said that the develop- 
ment was expected to reinforce the more 
militant stand being taken by Egypt on 
the Canal and to lessen hopes of a poli- 
tical solution te the crisis. : 

In Beirut a Lebanese official source 
expressed “astonishment" at Presi- 
dent Johnson’s decision. He described the 
American decision as a “challenge” to 
current péace négotiztions at the U.N. 

The Beirut newspaper, “Al-Nehar,” said 
that the American action was aimed at 
exerting pressure on Egypt and to help 
the presidential campaign of Mr. Humph- 
rey. 

In Amman, “Al-Destour" sald in.an 
editorial that President Johnson had not 
taken the trouble to ‘wait for Arab reac- 
tion to Mr. Ehan’s épeech, but “took a 
quick move on the grounds that it would 
be negative.. Such a dangerous decision 
by a country which directs Israel's course, 
helps ἐξ to draw up its plans and blesses 
its policy, clearly indicates the road to 
which America wishes to push the Mid- 
dle East crisis.” ᾿ 

In Damascus, the Syrian Government 
charged the U.S. with “acting heediess 
of international law, the U-N. Charter 
and ethics.”

TASS : LBJ’S STEP 
TO INTENSIFY TENSION

Envoy to Canada 
Arieh Eshel, 56, 
dead in Ottawa 


OTTAWA. (Reuter). — Israel's Ambassa- 
dor to Canada, Arieh Eshel, was found 
dead in a car park near here on Wednes-

Students boycotted classes at a third 
School to demonstrate outside the Board 
of Education offices on the third day of 
turmoil between black and white pupils. 
Police were called in to protect white 
teachers st Harrison High School A 
16-year-old white girl was arrested in 
possession of a pistol as Negro and Puerto 
Rican students staged a protest walkout. 

At Fenger High School, where 250 co- 
Toured pupils are demanding the appolnt- 
ment of a Negro teacher, students hurled 
bottles, smashed chairs and tables and 
marched through the building. White stu- 
dents staged a counter-march. 

More than 100 white pupils boycotted 
Classes at the third schoel, Austin High. 
They paraded in front of the Board of 
Education building to protest against de- 
mands for more Negro teachers. 


In Philadelphia, meanwhile, the Schools 
Board has ordered a racially-tense tech- 
nical school and a high school closed for 
the remainder of the week after violent 
clashes between police, Negro pupils and 
white residenta of the nelgzhbourhocd. 

The closings came after 700 white resi- 
dents of the area jammed the auditorium 
of the 1,076-pupil technical school on 
Wednesday night, Gemanding the schoot 
be closed down and threatening to burns 
1: down otherwise.

- STAMPS: A KEY 
TO THE PAST 


Postage stamps are one of the most lucrative sources of historicai 
knowledge, as well as of income, there are, That is what POSE Reporter 
DAVID LENNON discovered when he interviewed Dr. W. Hoexter, one 
of Israel's leading philatelists, on the occasion of the opexing of Tabira — 
‘the Sixth National Stamp Exhibition now being held at the 


᾿ Hs’ooma in Jerusalem. It closes on Thursday. 


“yo will find the entire history of 
Modern Israe] and Palestine in the 
stamps on display at the exhibition,” Dr. 
Hoexter reported. The earliest stamps 
are from 1850, bur he believes that there 
must have been post from Palestine as 
early as 1799, Napoleon's armies in 

Egypt had some units stationed in Pa- 
lestine for four months that year, and 
they must have exchanged letters during 
their stay. "I have even heard of a let- 
ter from that period which refers to Na- 
Poleon's troops at Acre, but unfortunate- 
jy. I haven't heen able to see the letter, 
which I believe is in the United States," 
Dr. Hoexter says a Uttle wistfully. 

During the Turkish rule in the Middle 
East, ali embassies were allowed to set 
up their own post offices, and many 
countries availed themselves of this op- 
portunity. In 1852 the French opened 
post offices in the major towns — Jaffa, 
Haifa, and Jerusalein. In 1854 the Aus- 
trians opened a post office and some 
time later the Russians, Germans (1900) 
and Italians followed suit. All this was 
in addition to the Turkish postal services. 
The first postmark with Hebrew charac- 
ters was used in about 1908, There are 
relatively few stamps from these early 
perlods “as people didn't write very 
often in those days.” In fact, Dr. Hoexter 
says, even some stamps from the time of 
the British Mandate are quite rare, 

He declares: “There is so Much one 
can learn from stamps.- For example, 
in 1919, during tke riots in Egypt, the 
postal service was disrupted and mall 
going abroad was flown out by the 
British Royal Air Force, end all letters 
carried thus are marked to, this effect.” 

Dr. Hoexter points out that it is not 
only the stamp itself which is of interest 
to the philatelist, but also the postmark 
and indeed even the envelope. “During 
the period just before the establishment 
of the State in 1948, there were many 
very interesting post marks from places 
such as the camps where illegal immi- 
grants were detained. We also have 
stamps issued by the Hagana and the 
Defence Forres. all of which reveal a 
great deal about our recent history. In 
Safad, for example, there was a special 
Hagana stamp used for just a few days. 
during the siege of the town. In the 
1947-48 period our coastal towns sent 
mail to Tel Aviv by sea, when the land 
passage wag blocked. One can learn all 
these fescinating facts about cur strug- 
gle.to build a State through the stampa 
and postmarks of the period."

You would be eurprised at the 
number of people overseas who have 
formed a favourable attitude to Israel 
simply through thelr interest in our 
stamps. In the U.S., for example, Israel's 
atamps rate second in interest for phil 
telists.” 

The purpose of exhibitions such ag Ta- 


bira is manifold, Dr. Hoexter says. First} 


is the educational purpose. At the same 
time these exhibitions also help to pro- 
raote the country’s philately by display- 
ing what it has achieved in the field. 
Further, it creates connections and bonds 
of friendship with collectors from other 
countries who either come to the exhibi- 
tion or read about it in the philatelic 
press. 

The First World Congress of Israel, 
Holy. Land and Judaica Philatelic Socie- 
ties 18 being held Sunday and Tuesday δὲ 
Binyenei Ha’ooma with the participation 
of 300 foreign delegates. Dr. Hoexter, 
President of the Congress, says the aim 
of the Congress is to spread interest in 
the stamps of the region and it is in- 
tended to set up a library of slides on 
the subject. 

There are no exhibitors from the ad- 
ministered areas, mainly because there 
are few “serious collectors” there, Dr- 
Hoexter says. Apparently, too, some who 
might have exhibited fear to do so.

AST February British volunteers who 
spent time in Israel during and fol- 
lowing the Six Day War held a national 
conference in London: They set up ἃ 
committee, passed resolutions, and initiat- 
ed a World Union of Volunteers. A chair- 
man of the British volunteers wag also 
elected, Joseph Kittinger. 

Mr. Kittinger; 49, who was in Jerusa- 
Jem last week, is a moustachioed, tennis- 
playing veteren of World War IL who 
held the rank of major in the Jewish Bri- 
gade after an education at the Reali 
school in Haifa in the “thirties, After 
settling down with an English bride in 
Britain in 1945, Major Kittinger devoted 
himself to business and a spare-tlme 
interest in the Territorial Army, a volun- 
tary military organization with two to 
three weeks of reserve duty a year. He 
visited Israel, where his mother still lives, 
@ number of -times over tha years, but 
nothing’ hit him untii June 1967, when 
he threw everything aside to come to 
Israel in what he saw as her hour of 
greatest danger.' 

After a stint on Mount Scopus Mr. Kit- 
tinger went down to Sinai as part of 2 
Volunteer Transport Company composed 
of 80 American and British army ve- 
terans who had had training and expe- 


rience in tank recovery. The volunteers _ 


worked together with 60 Israeli reservists. 
About three months later he returned 
to Britain, where he rapidly became in- 
volved in organizing former and sapiring 
volunteers, 

Mr. Kittinger believes that volunteer 


, Work in Israel is going to be a permanent 


thing among British-Jewish youth, and 
non-Jewish youth as well (three per cant 
of the volunteers from Britain so far 
have not -been Jewish). Britain has no

‘Error’ to reject Moscow’s peace plan 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Str, — Men of peace and good will 
everywhere are saddened by Israel's re- 
jection of the Soviet Union's latest p.o- 
posals for the solution of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. It seemed that finally a peace 
plan had been offered that guarantees all 
the security requirements stipulated by 
the Israeli Government and at the same 
time is acceptable to the Arabs, 


Unfortunately, like the proverbial man 
who does not know a good thing wheo 
he sees it, Israel has suddenly become 
blind to the advantages accruing to her 
should such a peace plan be implemented. 
These proposals not only guarantee Is- 


rael’s security, but also offer solutions to: 


wide ranging subjects such as freedom of 
navigation throvgh the canal and tha 
status of Jerusalem. Only a year or two 
ago Israeli leaders would have gladly given 
their eyeballs to attain a fraction of 
them. Yet somehow the girl who seemed 
so alluring the evening before appears 
revolling the morning after! Why? 


The various flimsy excuses offered by 
Foreign Minister Abba Hban on behalf of 
his government in defence of its position 
are not in the least convincing. It does 
not make one Dit of difference whether 
peace ig attained through direct negotia- 
tions or through the good offices of Santa 
Claus. What really matters is that the 
nations of the Middle East should finally 
buckle down to the business of moving

ahead in a world that !s eunstantly on 
the move, without the spectre of war and 
destruction hanglag over their heads. 

But let us assume, for the suke of 
argument, that somchow President Nasser 
«perhaps through = divine intervention) 
agrees to meet Israeli leaders, say in Tel 
Aviv, and let us further assume thut 
after hussing each other's cheeks and 
dancing the hora, they finally sit down 
fuce to face to negotiate. Does this mean 
that Israel] would be willing to withdraw 
to the June 5 frontiers? 

More than one statement has been made 
by Israeli Ministers to indicate that Israel 
has no intention whatsvever of withdraw- 
ing to pre-war frontiers. Aside from cast- 
ing covetous eyes on Jerusalem and the 
Golan Heights, there is a lot of talk in 
Israeli circles of ‘beefing-up' the narrow 
waist of Israel. and what that means no 
one really knows. One wonders if any- 
thing worthwhile igs left over to offer the 
Arabs if the impossible became possible. 

Gentlemen, procrastination, whether of 
the individual or governmental variety, 
has Jts niche in human endeavours as 
long as it is not allowed to deteriorate 
into a permanent exercise in polemics and 
inaction, Israel's song-and-dance routine 
bas become worn, and unless quickly 
changed round sumber four is coming 
up. How Jong Israel can afford to play 
Russian Roulette is anybody's guess.

ISRAEL'S VIEW OF A JUST AND 


LASTING MID-EAST PEACE 


THE world gcene today Is remarkable 

for a multiplicity of grave issues 
and for the marginal role of the U.N. 
in their solution. Since we last met the 
peace of Europe has been shaken by 
the Soviet military occupatiun of Czecho- 
Slovakia, The invasion was openly de- 
sigged to preveat a meniher state from 
freely following a peaceful course in 
Purgult of tts soverelga rights, Thirty 
Years utter the polltieal settlement at 
Musieh we see the darkovss tall again 
upon the Czechoslovak nation. 


Nu less umdioous than the Invastoa it- 
self are the reasons adduced in its sup 
Port. If these are ucvepted, there is litle 
safety for sinall nations anywhere. The 
arguinent touches the very heart aod 
essence of national sovereignty. Are the 
nations of Eastern Europe truly soverelgn 
or must the smaller states in the area 
be subservient te the interest and will 
of the region's Jrading power? Does a 
stress power have some inherent tight to 
impoxe Its will and interest on smaller 
states ja disregard of their will and in- 
terest? If so, what 15 left of the Charter 
Finciple of the severcign equality of 
states? 


The question is heavy with significance 
in the light of Europe's tormented his- 
tory, Its relevance is nat confined to 
Europe alone. Lf an {ssue of such massive 
scope is abandoned by the U.N, after a 
few days of inconclusive discussion in the 
Security Council, the result will empha- 
size the constitutional weaknesg of the 
international tribunal and Its Jack of 
centrality Jo the life and thought of our 
uge. 

a similar conclusion flows from tle 
cauulnuation of the war in Southeast Asia 
on which the UN. has had no effect. 
Herz, at least. the opening of direct talks 
tas evoked profound relief. In this, as in 
all other conflicts, there car be no peace 
without agreement, and no agreement with 
out negotlation. But whfle the talks go 
on, the bombs, shells and bullets reap 2 
deadly harvest. There is no cease-fire, 
and although there is 4 wide consensus 
for de-esealation. this has not yet led to 
uny operative agreements, The need is 
urgent for the establishment of peace 
on the basis of the Geneva agreements, 
in conditions which would let the peoples 
of Vietoam, north and south, determine 
their future, free frum intimidation or 
constraint, 


The U.N. predicament 


HE absenve of such πιὰ ον preblems 

from our agenda illustrates the de- 
clinjag place of the U.N. in moderg in- 
ternational life. The main currenta of 
acting and discourse amongst nations seem 
te fluw outside these walls. It is only 
supe lly cunsoling thar one contlic! 
in the Middle East — is under eonstant 
U.N, discussion. For this crisis, too, arises 
largely from the fact that for twenty 
years the. U.N, failed to end the Arab 
war against Israel. And in the early sum- 
Mer of 1967 the Security Council abdi- 
cated its function, 

As the clouds of war gatherec and 
SsraeY2 perit grew, the highest organ of 
Joternationa! security fled from the scene, 
impotent to act und unwilling to speak, 
There are few more disquiting dovuments 
in modere interoastiona! history than the 
record o£ the Seyvurity Couacil'y proceed-

This frustratlon of the Charter vision 
atises partly fram the prolonged discord 
sod contentlon of the major powers. 
There dre other causes. A report by the 
Seeretary-General some years azo contain- 
ed a plea ‘to give greater emphasis to 
the U.N, as δὴ instrument for negotia-~ 
tlon of settlements, as distinct from the 
mere debate of issues. The plea was 
vain. Debate, not negotiation, dominated 
the U.N. practice, Resolutions are adopted 
in a rhetorical splrit irrespective of their 
equity or prospect of fulfillment. These 
texts often reflect the mathematical acci- 
dent of membership rather than a ba- 
Tanced verdict. Fur example, in a dispute 
between two purties, one of which has 
a slogle vote and the other fifteen — 
the mere assertion of majority power ix 
not likely to be of moral welght, 

whe security conned has dealt often 
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and commendable quality food 
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with the Middle East, but wher more 
than one-third of its members are states 
whose diplomatic relations or ethnic and 
seolimental predilections are entirely on 
one side, the majority vote loses its moral 
and political worth, The diffieulty can 
anly he overcome by steadily seeking a 
consensus including the interested states 
and by encouraging ugreement hetiveen 
the parties at interest, rather than by 
injunction and enforcement. There should 
be x diplomatic rather than 2 parliamen- 
tary approach to TN. activities, 

The harsh fact is thet, except for 
occasions’ of special urgency and tension, 
there is a diminishing public resonance 
to IN, activity. The polltical difficulties 
of the organization would be counteract- 
ed if it were enabled to pluy a decisive

To such sources of debility we must add 
procedural weaknesses, such as the exces- 
sively long and repetitive agenda of the 
General Assembly, and the tendency to 
hold massive conferences of which the 
fruits ate not easily visible. And yet 
there was never a greater objective need 
for ἃ unitary framework of international 
relations than in this global nistory, The 
ὌΝ, with all its Imperfections, fs stl 
the only incarnation of a planetary spi- 
rii, It alone involves all states in the 
adventure of world community. But the 
gap between the dreani aud the reality 
as Inordinately wide. The time is ripe 
for a review vonference ut which the U.N. 
will not celebrate its past but plan its 
future. The organization showld look at 
itself, classify its experience, and reform 
or rattonaliz: its procedures within the 
text of the present Charter. The twenty- 
fitth anniversary of its foundation might 
be due occasion for this exercise in 
frank and creative self criticism.

of Africans 


and E. European Jews 


HE U.N. bas been a proud and ac- 
tive witness of Aftlean lberatton. 
The admission of Swaziland to our mem- 
bership brings deep satistaction ta all 
amongst us who have supported African 
nations and communities in their pursuit 
of their independence, of hunian equality 
and accelerated development of their evo- 
nomieg and societies, Today, the Lberty 
of nations is often peacefully achieved 
under the benlgn impact of world opin- 
jon. And when 2 small new state comes 
into the light of freedom, it is Its flag 
im the ὍΝ. above all else, which sym- 
bolizes and excites its sense of identity, 


But the task {fs not ended. There are 
still relics of colonialism which must he 
replaced by independence. And racial dis- 
eriminatlon still deprives millions of their 
birthright of dignity in large areas of 
Africa, The habit of forcibly segregat- 
ing and separating peoples on grounds of 
ethnic and culturai differences began 
with the Jewish ghetto system in Hurope. 
My people thus has the longest recollec- 
tion of the agony to which this principle 
leads. 


Our particular memories have also 


sharpened our reaction to ‘the cruel suf- 
fering now passing over populations and 
tribes in the eastern regions of the Ni- 
gerian Federation. Our government, par- 
liament: and citizens have been moved not 
only to make special efforts to bring re- 
lief to those who suffer, but also to raise 
an urgent voice for a solutlon which will 
end the bloodshed and famine,. whose vast 
diniensions give the problem 8. universal 
human context. While African stateman- 
ship seeks an outcome to the political 
dilemma. the whole world community 
should cooperate in the relief of human 
anguish, 

it is not only on the African conti- 
nent that humabp rights are jeopardized. 
In Eastern Europe we have ,seen the 
odious spirit of anti-Semitism évoked to 
jastify repressive policies. In other areas 
of Eastern Europe, Jews still suffer grave 
disabilities in their cultural and u 
self-expression, and in other fields, and 
in Arab lands ancient Jewish comma- 
nities have been victimized in revenge 
for the failure of aggression against ἴα- 
rael in May 1967, while any inferna- 
tional isterest in thelr plight is stub- 
bornly abstructed. 


Motives of Israel policy 


ME government has decided to give 
the members of the United Natious a 
detalied account of its views on the es- 
tablishment of a just and lasting peace 
in the Middle Bast. Amidst the tumult of 
& rancorous public debate the deeper mo- 
tlves of our policy have not always 
been clearly perceived. A structure of 
peace cannot, of course, be built by speech- 
es at this rostrum. It may, however, be 
useful for the parties to clarify thelr jo- 
tentions aud to draw ἃ picture of their 
policies beyond the routine vovabulary in 
whien this diztussion bas been held down 
for sixteen months, 

Yn the interest of peace, I shall refrain 
fron. detailed comment on the polemica: 
bscrvations made here by foreign nunls- 
ters of Arab states. The total and un- 
blenushed self-satisfaction with which 
these ministers have spoken, the complete 
absence in their -words of any self cri- 
ticism or innovat‘on, the lack of detailed 
and organized comment on concrete is- 
sues — all these Illustrate the inhibition 
which stil! prevents Arab Governments 
from thinking lucid and constructive 
thoughts about thelr relations with Israe. 
Indeed, the Foreign Minister of Sudan ac- 
tually recommended that Israel be dis- 
mantied and its people dispersed. Here 
we have the oldest and most tenacious 
link in 811 human history between a peo- 
ple and a, land. And an Arab leader 
Speaks of ‘Terael as though it were a tem- 
porary internatlonal exhibition to be fold- 
vd up and taken away. 

Such inteilectua!l frivolity and self-de- 
lusion are not heard on any other inter- 
national issue, 

Israel cannot easily forget the immense 
Joss and burden which it has borne 
through the implacable hostility directed 
against it for twenty years culminating 
in the unforgettable summer of 1967. For 
there has not been a Six Day War. There 
hay been a twenty-year war conducted 
by the Arab states in varying degrees of 
intensity with the candid hope of Israel's 
ruin and destruction. The issue is whe- 
ther this war fs now going to be ended 
by 8. final peace or merely interrupted 
in order to be resumed in conditions 
more propitious for Arab success. 

Our danger in 1967 was the climax and 
not the whole story of our predicament. 
No> other people has had to lve 3} 
its days with a mark of interrogation 
hanging over its collective and individual 
survival, And behind Israel's quest for se- 
cure life there is a particular and hi- 
dcous legacy of wholesale death in the 
European slaughter house. 

In May 1967 we found ourselves be- 
set by deadly peril whicn we faced in 
utter solitude af action and responsibility. 
Maritime blockade, murderous incursions, 
military encirclement, declarations of 
overt war, a frenzied torrent of violent 
threats and a formal announcement by 
President Wasser that the battle was 
joined for Israel's extinction, all came 
together in a cumulative assault on Is- 
rael's life and security. 

ΑΙ the acts which fall under the 
widely supported definitions of aggres- 
sion were simultaneously concerted 
against us. The universal conselence was 
deeply stirred, Millions across the world' 
trembled for Israel's fate. The memory of 
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those dark days broods over Israel's life. 
Our nation still lives intimately with the 
dangers which then confronted us. We 
stil recall how the imminent extinction 
of Israel's statehood and the massacre of 
its population were seriously discussed ac- 
ross the workd — in wild intoxication of 
spirit in Arab capitals, and with deep 
but impotent sorrow in other lands. 


To prevent the renewal of those dan- 
gers is the Tidst law of our policy. The 
gravest danger is, lest through lassitude 
uf spirit, or imprecision of diplomatic. 
traftsmanship, or collapse of patience, we 
uguin revert to fragile, false and ambi- 
guaus solutions which carry: within them 
the seed of future wars. Those of us who 
bear responsibility for our nation’s sur- 
vival and our children’s lives canmot have 
anything to do with vague solutions 
which fall short of authentic and lasting 
peace. June 1967 must be the last of the 
Middle Eastern, wars, 

This resolve has moved our policy at 
every stage of the political discussion 
from the outbreak: af hostilities to this 
very day. 

In June and July 1967, the General As- 
sembly rejected all proposals which sought 
to condemn Israei'a resistance or to re- 
construct the conditions’ which hadeled to 
the outbreak of war. A new milestone 
was reached when the Security Council 
adopted its unsnimous resolution on No- 
vember 22,. 1967, That resolution was 
presented to us for our acquiescence, not 
as a substitute for specific agreement, 


- but as a Ust of principles on which the 


parties could base thelr agreement. It 
was drafted, as Ambassador George Eall 
said on September Jith, as “a skeleton 
of principles on which peace could be 
erected.” It was not meant to be sgelf- 


execuing. As Lord Caradon said on No-* 


vember 22nd, it was not a call for a 
temporary truce or a superficial accom- 
modation. ‘It reflected,” as he sald, a 
refusal “to be associated with any s0- 
called settlement which was only a con- 
tinuation of a false. truce.” Its author 
stated that any “action to be taken must 
be within the framework of a permanent 
peace and withdrawal must be to secure 
boundaries." The. term “secure and “re- 


cognized boundaries” had first appeared | 


in a US. draft, the author of which 
Pointed out that this meant something |. 
different from old armistice demarcation 
lines. Secure and recognized boundaries, 
he said, had never existed in the Middle 
Eaqst. They must, therefore, be fixed by 
the parties in the course of the peace- 
making process. 3

‘OW these were the understandings 

on which Israel's cooperation with 
Ambassador Jsrring’s mission was sought 
and obtained. Whatever our views might 
be on these formulations by other gov- 
ernments, it kas been evident at every 
stage that the two central isssues are 
the establishment of a permanent peace 
and an agreement for the first time on 
the delineation of secure and recognized 
boundaries, These are the conditions pre- 
requisite for any movement. It is here 
that the peacemakigg process must be- 
gin. If these problems are solved, all 
the other issues mentioned in the resolu- 
tion fall into place. To seek a change in 
the cease-fire dispositions, without the 
framework of a just and lasting peace 
and the determination of agreed bounda- 
ries, is an irrational course for which 
there is no international authority ur pre- 
cedent. This would be a short and certain 
route to renewed war in conditions hos- 


~tile to Israel's security and existence. 


Our contacts with the special repre- 
sentative of the Secretary-General began 
In December 1967. At the end of that 
month, on December 27, I conveyed a 
document to the Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter through Ambassador Jarring propos- 
ing an agenda for ἃ discussion on the 
establishment of a just and lasting peace. 
In this letter, I expreseed a willingness 
to hear the UAR's views, and suggested 
that representatives of our two govern- 
ments be brought together informally in 
order to explore each other's intentions 
and to derive assurance and confidence 
for future contacts, In our letter we 
made it clear that the establishment of 
the boundary was fully open for nego- 


tiation and agreement. 

The UAR made no reply, offered no 
comment, Presented no counter proposi!s. 
Indeed, from that day to this, the UAR 
has not sent us a single document: rc-' 
ferring to or commenting on any Isreeli 
letters. 

Ou January 7, T conveyed. to the Jor~ 
dan Government, through Ambassador 
Jarring, a letter in which I songht to 
open a constructive dialogue, This letter 
reads in part: 

“History and geography create an - 
objective affinity of interest between 
the two countries. More than any 
other relationship between Middle 
Eastern states this one involves hu- 
Man interests in a close degree of 
interdependence. A close and confi- 
dent association would seem to be as 
necessary for Jordanian as for israeli 
welfare. 

“The major problems at issues be- 
tween Jordan and Israel are closely 
inter-connected. Territorial security, 
economic and humanitarian problems 
impinge directly on each other. More- ; 
over, the political and juridial basis 
of this relationship is of overriding - 
importance. If there ia a prior agree-

our interpretation of the resolution 
were stated by me in the Security 
Council on 2 November 1967. 

“The next step should be to bring 
the parties together. 1 refer to the 
agreement which I expressed to you 
on 1 February for the Special Re- 
presentative of the Secretary-General 

- to convene the two fovernments.” 
This message elicited no response. On 

February 19, 1 commumicated another 

message ta Ambassador Jarring for trans- 

mission to Cairo. This message assured 
the Secretary-General’s Representative of 

Jsracl's, fuli cooperation in his efforts 

to promote agreement and to achieve an 

accepted settlement for the establishment 
of a just and lasting peace in accor- 
dance with his mandate under the Secu- 
rity Council resolution of 22 November 

1967. 

It further pointed out that the UAR is 
aware of Tarael's willingness to negotiate 
on all matters included in the Security 
Council resoltion. It drew attention to 
the fact that the resolution is a frame- 
work for agreement, and that it cannot 
be fulfilled without a direct exchange 
of views and ‘proposals leading to bi-

the UAR had rejected and that Jordan 
had not accepted this course. On May

The Israeli representative was authorized 
to reaffirm that we were willing to

N these conditions my government 

has given intensive consideration to 
the steps that we should now take. Our 
conclusion Is this.

‘When the parties accept a basis for 
settlement, their least duty is to clarify 
what they mean by their acceptance.

All parties myst say what they mean, 
and mean what they say. And the heart 
of the problem is not what we say, but 
what we do. The construction of a peace- 
ful edifice requires sustqined action in 
order to bring the vital ‘interests of the 
partles into an acceptable harmony. There 
is no such thing as peace by incantation. 
Peace cannot be advanced by recitations 
accompanied by refusal to negotiate viable 
agreements.

I.come to enumerate the nine principles 
by which peace can be achieved: 

1) THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE 

The situation to follow the cease-fire 
must be a just and lasting peace, duly 
negotiated and contractually expressed. 

Peace is not a mere absence of fight- 
ing. It is a positive and clearly defined 
relationship with far-reaching political, 
practical and juridical consequences. We 
propose that the peace settlement be eni- 
bodied in treaty form. It should lay down 
the precise conditions of our co-existence, 
including a map of the secure and agreed 
boundary, Tine essence of peace ig that it 
commits beth parties to the. proppsition’ 
that their twenty-year old conflict is at 
ἃ permanent end. 

Peace is much more than what 1s called 
“non-helligerency.” The eliminatipn of hbel- 
ligerency is one of several conditions 
which compose the establishment of a 
just and lasting peace, If there had pre- 
viously bean peace between the states of 


. our area and temporary hostilities had 


erupted, it might have been. sufficleat to 
terminate belligerency and to return to 
the previausly existing peace. But the 
Arob-Israel area has had no There 
is nothing normal or legitimate or es- 
tablished to which to return, The peace 
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structure must be built from {ta founda- 


‘tions. The partles oyyst define affirmative- 


ly what their relations shall be, not only 
what they will have céased to be. The 
Security Counoil,-too, ealled. for the es- 
tablisbment of peace and not fdr any 
intermediate or ambiguous or fragmen- 
tary ent such as that which 
had exploded in 1967. 

3) SEOURH AND RECOGNIZED 
BOUNDARIES 


Withm the framework of peace we 
are willing to replace the cease-fire lines 
-by permanent, secure and recognized 
boundaries between Israel and each of 
the neighbouring Arab states, and to car- 
ry out the disposition of forces in full 
accord with the boundaries agreed under 
the final peace. By this means ‘the cen- 


‘tral purposes of the Security Council re- 


splution of 3967 will be fulfilled, We 
are willing to seek agreement with each 
Arah state on secure and recognized 
boundaries within a framework of per- 
manent ce. 

Tt is possible to work out a boundary 
settlement compatible with the security 
of Israel and with the honour of the Arab 
states. After twenty years it is time that 
Middle Eastern states ceased to live in 
temporary “demarcation Hnes" without 
the precision and permanence which can 
only come from thé definite agreement of 
the states concerned. The majority of the 
United Nations have recognized that the 
ouly durable and reasonable solutions ere 
agreed solutions serving the common in- 
terest of our peoples. The new peace 
structure in the Middle East must be built 
by Arab and Israeli hands. 

3) SECURITY AGREEMENTS 

In addition to the establishment of agreed 
territorial boundaries we should discuss 
other agreed security arrangements de- 
signed to avoid the kind of vulnerable 
situation which caused a breakdown of 
the peace in the summer of 1967. The 
instrument establishing peace should con- 
tain a pledge of mutual non-aggreasion. 
4) THE OPEN FEONTIER 

‘When agreement is reached on the es- 
tablishment, of peace with permanent 
boundaries, the freedom of movement now 
existing in the area, especially in the 
Israel-Jordan sector, should be maintained 
and developed. It would be Iincongrous 
if our peoples were to intermingle in 
peaceful contact and commerce only when 
there is a State of war and cease-fire 
-- πὰ to be separated into ghetto 
when there is peace. We should emulate 
the open frontier pow developing within 
communities of states, as in parts of 
‘Western Hurope. Within this concept we 
inclyde free port facilities for Jordan oa 
Israel's Mediterranean coast and mutual 
access to places of religious and historic 
associations, 

5) NAVIGATION 

Interference with navigation in the In- 
ternational waterways in the area has 
been the symbol of the state of war and, 
‘more than once, an immediate cause of 
hostilities. The arrangements for gua- 
ranteeing freedom of navigation should 


Ts process of exploring peace terms 
should follow normal precedents. 
There is πὸ case in history in which 
couflicts have been liquidated.or a transi- 
tion effected from a state of war to a 


᾿ state of peace on the basis of a stub- 


born refusal by one state to meet another 
for negotiation. There would be nothing 
mew {0 the experience and relationship 
of Israel and the Arab states for them to 
meet officially to effect a transition in 
their relationships. What is new and un- 
precedented is President Naaser's prin- 
ciple of “no negotlation.” 

In the meantime we continue to be ready 
to exchange ideas and clarificationg on 
certain matters of substance through Am~ 
bassador Jarring with any Arab govern- 
ment willing to establish a just and 
lasting peace with Israel. 

' I have expounded our views on peace in 
more detail than is usual in General 
Assembly debates, On each of these nine 
points we have elaborated detailed views 
and. ideas which we would discuss with 
neighbouring states in a genuine ex- 
change of views, in which we should, of 
course, consider comments and proposals 
from the other side. No Arab spokesman 
has yet addressed himself to us in similar 
detail onthe specific and concrete issues 


* involved in peacemaking. Behind our pro- 
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Pposals les much thought and planning 
which can bear fruit when our minds 
and hearts interact with those of neigh- 
bouring states. 

We ask friendly governments outside 

the region to appraise the spirit as well 
as the content of the ideas which I have 
here outlined. We urge the Arab Govern- 
ments to ponder them in a deliberate 
Mood, and to explore their detailed tmpll- 
cations with us in the normal and appro- 
priate frameworks. 
- The solutions which I have ovtlined co- 
ver all the matters mentioned jn the 
Security Council's resolution and would 
constitute the effective fulfiiment of Ks 
Purposes. ;

6) BEFUGEES 
The problem of displaced populations 

was caused by war and can be solved

United Nations in order to chart a five- 
year plan for the solution of the refugee 
problem in the framework of a lasting 
peace and the integration of refugees 
into productive life. This conference can 
be called in advance of peace negotia- 
tions. 

@ Under the peace settlement joint re- 
fugee integration and rehabilitation 

commissions should be established by the 

signatories In order to approve agreed 
projects for refugee integration in the 

Middle East, with regional and interna- 

tional aid. 

@ As an interim measure my govern- 
ment has decided, in view of the 

forthcoming winter, to itensify and ac- 

celerate action to widen the uniting of 
families scheme, and to process “hardship 
cases” among refugees who had crossed 

to the East @uring the Jume 1967 
ting. Moreover, permits for return which 

had been granted and not used can be 

transferred to other refugees who meet 
the same requirements and criteria as 
the original recipients. 

7) JERUSALEM 
Israel does not seek to exercise uni- 

lateral jurisdiction in the Holy Places 

of Christianity and Islam. We are willing 
in each case to work out a status to 
gtve effect to their universal character. 

‘We would like to discuss appropriate 

agreement with those traditionally con- 

cerned. Our policy ts that the Christian 

‘and: Moslem Holy Places should come un- 

der the responsibility of those who hold 

them in reverence. 

8) ACKNOWLEDGEMENT AND 
BECOGNITION OF SOVEREIGNTY, 
INTEGRITY AND RIGHT OF 
NATIONAL LIFE 
This principle, inherent in the Charter 

and expressed in the Security Council 

resolution of November 1967. Is of basic 
importance. It should be fulfilled through 
specific contractual engagements to he 
made by the Government of Israel and of 
the Arab states to each other —- by name. 

It follows logically that Arab Govern- 

ments will withdraw all the reservations 

which they have expressed on adhering 
to international conventions, about the

9) REGIONAL COOPERATION 
The peace discussion should examine a

cedence to any single principle of inter- 
national policy, thus destroying ite deli- 
cate balance.

The idea of a solution imposed 
on the parties by a concert of powers is 
perhaps the most umrealistic of all, The 
positions of the powers have not moved 
any closer in the last 15 months than 
have the positions of the parties them- 
selves. Moreover, the Middle Hast is not 
an international protectorate. It is an 
area of sovereign states which alone 
have the duty and responsibility of de- 
termining the conditions of their .co- 
existence. When the parties have reached 
agreement, it would be natural for their 
agreement to receive international support. 
To the Arab states, we say: “For you 
and us alone the Middle Hast ig not a 
distant concern, or a strategic interest, 
or a problem of conflict, but the cherish- 
ed homeinwhichour cultures were born, 
in which our nationhood was fashioned 
and in which we and you and all our 
posterity must henceforth live together 
in mutuality of interest and respect.”

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No change in State 
Dep’t Mid-East line

WASHINGTON. ~~ There is no chanze 
in the State Department's evaluation of 
the iggueg in the Middle Enst conflict, on 
which the Department several months ago 
based its opposition — at that time, in 
any case — to the Immediate sale of 
Phantom jets to Israel. 

The reasons given then were the De- 
partment’s hopes for an arms-lhnitation 
agreement with Moscow; the belief that 
there was no arms imbalance threatening 
Israel; the fear that Dr, Jarring‘s mis- 
slon might be adversely affected: the fear 
that the sale of Phantoms to Israel might 
result in further East-West polarization 
in the area; and the contention that 
France would eventually deliver the em- 
bargoed Mirages. 

‘What has happened now. United States 
diplomats say, is that President Johnson 
decided to give weight to Congressional

opinion. Ἐπὶ U.S. diplomats still hope to 
reach an agreement with the Russians to 
limlt the supply of arms to the Middle 
East. They admit that there has heen a9 
progress in this fleld, and that the latest 
Rusk-Gromyko talks in New York did not 
result in any new understandinz. 

In the American evaluation, there ts at 
present no arma imbalance which would 
be dangerous for Isracl. The situation may, 
however, change by the time the sale of 
the Phantoms is negotiated and the planes 
are delivered, 

The State Department said that the 
key factor In President Johnson's decision 
on the Phantoms was the Congressional 
resolution in August which called on the 
President to supply Israel with "such 
Bumber of supersonic planes as may he 
necessary.” The resolution was an 
amendment to the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1968 which Mr. Johvson signed on 
Wednesday. He could have signed ἰ 
Bill and ignored thr amendment whic? 
urged him to negotiate an agreement 
with Isracl “as soon as practical after 
the date of enactment.” 

A U.S. diplomat contends that there is 
πὸ connection between the President's 
decision on Wednesday and the Israel 
peace plans outlined by Foreign Minister 
Eban on Tuesday in the United Nations 


. General Assembly. 


The news came as a complete surprise 
to Israel's friends here. Inthe past few 
weeks there had been reports and ru- 
mours of an impending agreement with 
the Soviet Union on arms limitation which 
would have denied Israel the Phantoms.

U.S. for 


Phantom training 


By ZE'EV SCHUL, Jerusalem Post Military Reporter 
THL AVIV. — Picked teams of Air Force instructors are likely to leave for the 
U.S. soon in anticipation of the future delivery of Phantom F-4 fighter-bombers. 
The air and ground crew men Will, in ali probability, head training programmes 


in Israel after being trained in the U.S. 

No undue difficules are expected in 
absorbing the plane here, despite the 
highly complicated navigation and gufd- 
ance equipment, with which these sophis- 
teated aircraft are equipped, 

The supremacy of the Israel Air Force 
will remain undisputed although the de- 
livery of 50 Phantoms to the LAF. will 
ποῖ chanpe the numerical odds which pre- 
vailed in this part of the world before 
June 5, 1967. ᾿ 

The planes will largely replace the losses 
incurred by the Air Force-during and after 
the Six Day War. Since then, and prior 
“to the delivery of the Phantoms, the qua- 
Uitative odds have been somewhat in 
favour of the Arabs, Most of the Egyptian 
and Syrian Air Force losses, including the 
Slower and outdated Mig-17 and Mig-19 
Jets, have been replaced by Mig-21s, which 
are first-quality aircraft, and at least the 
equal, in their design and general con- 
ception to Israel's Mirage-3C jets. 

While thé LAF. has been bolstered with 
8 number of Skyhawk fighter-bombers, 
which are superlative aircraft for specific 
Purposes, these are not first-strike aircraft 
of the type Israel needs most if she ig 
to maintain her deterrent posture. Were 
it not for the fact that Israel 18 now sit- 
ting right on Egyptian and Syrian “door- 
steps,” and that it is Cairo and not Tel 
Aviv which is within easy striking distance 
of the LAF, Israel's tactica) position, as 
far as its Air Force Is concerned, would 
have been much poorer than it was during 
June 1967. 


Most of Israel is now at the very end 


of the range of Egyptian fighter aircraft’

TEL AVIV, — The Labour Party's nego- 
liating team chaired by Premier Eshkol 
yesterday decided by u majority vote in 
favour of an alignment with Mapam on 
the latter's terms, The motion will be sub- 
mitted to the Lahour Party Central Com- 
mittee duc to convene on October 24. 

Supporting the alignment proposal were 
Mr, Eshkol, Education Minister Zalman 
Aranne, Mrs. Golda Meir, M.K., Histadrut

The opposing proposal, to postpene the 
alignment until after the generat elections, 
was backed by Ihud Hakibbutzim Secre- 
tary Senta Josephtal, Party Assistant Sec- 
vetary-General Shimon Peres and Mr. 
Mordechai Surkiss, M.K. 

Mr. Becker reported 4 prior agreement 
with Mapam on the formation of an align- 
ment in the Histadrut whereby Mapam 
will be accorded a wide range of indepen- 
dence to vote against Labour Party po- 
Neles, Mapam will also be allowed to vote 
in the Knesset against the Labour Party 
on electoral reform, foreign policy and re- 
ligious issues. Mr. Becker noted that in 
the Histadrut there will be prior discus- 
sion with Mapam before taking any deci- 
sions. 

Mr. Peres failed to get through a pra- 
cedural motion whereby the Central Com- 
inittee would be allowed to vote on various 
aspects of the majority proposal, This 
particularly pertained to the iocluslon of 
the Mapam Arab candidate in the jolot 
list.

HAIFA. — Deputy Premier Yigal Alloo 
said yesterday that it was important for 
us and our long-term policies to prove to 
the world that the bombing outrages in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and Hebron will not 
by @ single iota make any substantial 
changes in our relations with our nelgh- 
bours. "We must make tt clear to every< 
one that cooperation and peaceful coexis- 
tence both on an.individual and collective 
bagls are not only. possible but vital At 
the same tlme we shall denounce any mani- 
festation of violence, from either side,” 
he said, 

Mr, Allon was speaking at a luncheon 
in his honour at the Oil Refinerles, given 
by the workers. He sald that it was im- 
portant to recall in the refineries — 
where such a bloody and murderous 
attack had been made by the Arab work- 
ers on their Jewish colleagues before 1948, 
and the workers now live in such com- 
plete harmony — that Israel will also 
have a Jewish majority and an Arab 
minority while surrounded by Arab states, 
with whom we hope to live in peace. 

The Deputy Premier and Immigration 
Absorption Minister earlier toured im- 
migration centres in the town and the 
Port, and held a long talk with Mayor 
Abba Khoushy. It is learned that the 
discussion centred on the proposed align- 
ment with Mapam and in particular on 
the problems of the Arab candidates for 
the elections. 

‘Mr. Allon raised a number of reasons 
why he considered it important that the 
Arab Labour Party supporters should be 
given full membership, and be included in 
the list of candidates for the Knesset 
elections. He told the Mayor that this 
was important both internally for the 
sake of the Arab citizens and externally 
in regard to the world’s picture of Israel. 

He also recalled that when Rafi broke 
away from Mapai In 1965, it had given 
full membership to its Arab members, 
and that former Rafi leaders had now no 
justification to oppose the same treatment 
for the Arab Labour - supporters. The 
Mayor also expressed his opinion und 
asked for a further meeting, which took 
Place later in the afternoon. 

Speaking at a night rally of solidarity 
with border settlers, Mr. Allon refuted the 
runiour that the authority of _Moslem 
kudis at the Machpelah cave in’ Hebron 
would be curtailed. “We shall honour the 
rights of all religions, ineluding Islam," 
he declared. 

Israel would not allow itself to be pro- 
voked inte hysterical behaviour: the De- 
puly Premier said, “we are fully con- 
fident in our strength, and in our ability 
tu stamp out terrorism and repel aggres- 
sion.” Important clrcles in the Arab coun- 
tries were beginning to question the vall- 
dity of continued belligerence, Mr. Allon 
sald, and many Egyptians were starting 
to wonder “whether the hug of the Rus- 
sian bear was not in reality a strangle- 
held."

At the same time, he urged Israeli Jews 
nut to fall into the terrorist trap of run- 
ning into religious quarrels with Moglens 
or conducting a vendetta against Hebron:

Begin: Gahal 
faces crucial 
decisions

TEL AVIV. — Minister-without-Portfolio 
Menahem Begin yesterday warned that 
Gahal will shortly be confronted with 
crucial decisions that may force it to re- 
consider its ‘participation in the Govern- 
ment. “In other words,” Mr. Begin told 
the Herut Party General Council, “we will 
have to decide on the continued existence 
of the National Unity Government." The 
Gahal leader stressed that he would never 
allow election considerations to influence 
the Party's policy. 

Taking issue with Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban and his Cabinet supporters, 
but without mentioning him by name, Mr. 
Begin denied that the National Unity Gov- 
eroment was incapable of making deci- 
sions, and outlined a list of its achieve- 
ments, 

The Herut General Council resolved 
that the Government must not in any- 
way alter its policies and pursue the 
Unes laid down by the Kuaesset on No- 
venrber 13, 1967, which stated: “in view 
of the discussions at the U.N. Assembly's 
debates the Government notes with re- 
gret the fact that the Arab states re- 
fuse to recognize Israel, refuse to nego- 
tiate and refuse to sign a peace treaty. 
In view of the Arab stand Israel will 
continue to maintain in full its position 
as determined by the cease-fire agree- 
ments." Likewise Herut called for wide- 
spread settlement for security reasons of 
the territories. ᾿

At Hadassah, Mr. Dayan spoke at 
length to almost every patlent wounded 
in the attack.at the Tomb of the Pa- 
triarchs on” Wednesday. He asked them 
whether they were religious, why they 
had gone to Hebron, if they would go 
again when they recovered: noting that 
Most of the patients were not Orthodox 
but only on holiday trips, he emphasized 
again the importance of Jews maintain- 
ing such visits to Hebron and of not he- 
ing intimidated or antagonized by the 
terrorist action. 

On arrival at Hadassah, Mr. Dayan was 
met by Dr. Uri Khassis, Assistant Medi- 
cal Administrator of the Hadassah Medi- 
cal Organization, who escorted Mr. Dayan 
straight to an operating theatre. Donning 
a white coat the Minister entered the 
theatre to talk to Ruhanie Mashazuada, 
of Jerusalem, who had suffered severely 
from shock and severe injuries to the leg, 
whose condition was now satisfactory. 

Then the Minister went through the 
Orthopedic, Children and Eye Depart- 
ments. In the Department he spoke at 
length to Bilha Wasserman, ἃ 16-year- 
old girl who sustained a severe eye 1n- 
jury, and was’ still in a very depressed 
state of mind. 

When she told him that she was terri- 
fied of losing an ‘eye, Moshe Dayan said: 
“Then you and Iwill have something in 
common. 1 cun manage with one eye and 
a girl as pretty as you will have no 
trouble.” The young patient cheered up 
considerably ax he spoke to her about her 
ambitions to become a teacher. μ ai

Later, the Defence, Minister drove to 
the Military Government headquarters 
where the local leaders headed by the 
Mayor, Shiekh Mohammed Ali Ja’abari, 
were summoned for the meeting they had 
requested with Mr. Dayan. The leaders 
included city fathers, former ministers 
and senators and religious heads. 

The delegation, which expressed its tre- 
gret and surprise at the incident, was 
informed by Mr. Dayan of the names of 
people involved in the bomb outrage and 
briefed on the punitive measures due to 
be*taxen against them, in addition to the 
new security arrangements at the Cave 
and its vicinity. 

Mr. Dayan Siressed that there would be

the local leaders fixing visiting times for 
Jews, because those responsible for the 
incident had been captured and that Heb- 
ron as a whole was not held responsible. 
He also emphasized that due to this 
fact, there would not be collective sanc- 
tions against the town. 

Mr. Dayan, however, warned that due 
to the new security measures, sone of 
the tenants in the area of the Cave will 
be affected. He pointed out that it had 
been proved that some adjacent houses 
were involved in the outrage. He said 
that the neighbours did nothing to pre- 
vent the act, nor would they reveal any 
information to the security forces or the 
city fathers. ἢ 

But Mr. Dayan expressed his apprecia- 
tlon for the attitude of Sheikh Ja’abari 
who had immediately deplored the ter- 
Torist act, 

Mr. Dayan said that Sheikh Ja’abari 
had foiled an attempt to sabotage the 
electricity network at the Cave during 
Yom Kippur prayers. 7 

Sheikh Ja'abari expressed his gratitude 
to the security forces for rounding up 
the terrorists and saving the town's repu- 
tation, Sheikh Ja'abari said that he and 
his fellow leaders deplored the outrage 
for two reasons: it mainly effected wo- 
men, children and the old who came for 
religious motives; the explosion occurred 
at the entranee of 2 mosque, violating 
the sanctity of the place. Sheikh Ja'abari 
added that this attitude would be ex- 
Pressed at a public assembly due to be 
convened in Hebron tomorrow.
